Marconi Celebration: 100 Years of Wireless 

A cell phone call from a friend. A beeper message 
from the boss. Justin Timberlake on the radio. 24-7 news 
on CNN. Each is an everyday ''wireless'' event in our 
lives, usually unworthy of a second thought. 

But what if the radio revolution had not oc- 
curred? What if Guglielmo Marconi had not lit the spark 
of global communication on the cold and windswept cliffs 
of Cape Cod a century ago? How would we communicate 
today? Would wires still tether us? 

The National Park Service at the Cape Cod 
National Seashore will celebrate the 100th anniversary of 
Marconi's first transatlantic, wireless broadcast from the 
U.S. on January 18 with a daylong series of public events 
designed to showcase the historic and pioneering nature 
of the event. 

"What happened January 18, 1903 at today's 
Marconi site in South Wellfleet changed people's lives 
forever," said Superintendent Maria Burks. "Its historical 
significance rivals the Wright Brothers' first flight."

that man could communicate across a vast distance 
without the wire-based technology of the 19th Century 
telegraph. 

Michael E. Whatley recounted the momentous 
night in his 1987 publication, Marconi - Wireless on Cape 
Cod: ''The air was literally charged with high voltage. 
Finally, Marconi went over to the wireless telegraph key. 
Within four minutes it was done. The message had been 
tapped out, and transatlantic radio communication 
between the U.S. and Europe was no longer an experi- 
ment; it was a reality.'' 

"To His Majesty, Edward VII, London, England," 
read the message signed by President Theodore 
Roosevelt. "In taking advantage of the wonderful triumph 
of scientific research and ingenuity which has been 
achieved in perfecting a system of wireless telegraphy, I 
extend on behalf of the American people most cordial 
greetings and good wishes to you and all the people of 
the British Empire." 

Later that night came the King's response to 
Roosevelt: "I thank you most sincerely for the kind 
message which I have just received from you, through 
Marconi's transatlantic wireless telegraphy." 

Whatley wrote: "The triumph was Marconi's 
alone, and the publicity (was) astounding." The messages 
appeared on the front pages of The New York Times and 
The Boston Globe, and congratulatory telegrams "kept the 
Cape Cod (radio) operators in turmoil."

The commemorative cancellation, which was 
developed specifically for the event, features young 
Guglielmo Marconi with his radio apparatus and bears 
the centennial slogan, "The Spark of Global Communica- 
tion."

The event is part of a weeklong celebration by the 
National Park Service at Cape Cod National Seashore 
marking the 100th anniversary of Marconi's first two-way 
transatlantic wireless communication. On January 18, 
1903, the young Italian-born inventor sent a brief radio 
transmission from his station atop the coastal cliffs in 
South Wellfleet to England. The message, from President 
Theodore Roosevelt, was answered hours later by 
Britain's King Edward VII, and the wireless communica- 
tions revolution was underway. Historians consider it the 
seminal event in the development of radio, TV and 
today's cellular phones. 

People interested in obtaining a cancellation 
should take a postage-stamped envelope or postcard to 
the Seashore's headquarters building in Wellfleet, off 
Route 6 near the Marconi Station Site. Officials from the 
post office will mark the mail with the commemorative 
cancellation. For people unable to attend in person, the 
post office will stamp the special cancellation on mail for 
30 days after the event. Affix correct postage to an enve- 
lope or postcard addressed to a recipient and place it in a 
larger envelope addressed to Postmaster, South Wellfleet, 
MA 02663. The smaller envelope with the cancellation will 
be delivered to the recipient through the mail stream. 

In addition, following the official cancellation on 
January 18, Eastern National, Cape Cod National 
Seashore's education partner, will offer for sale at Salt 
Pond Visitor Center a souvenir postal cachet featuring the 
cancellation.

The Legacy 

In the ensuing years, as radio, TV and space 
communication thrived, the old Marconi station was 
dismantled, and the site fell into disuse. The ocean ate 
away at the cliffs where the towers stood. In the 60s and 
70s, the National Park Service restored the venue as the 
Seashore's Marconi Site, salvaging remnants of a tower's 
base and erecting an exhibit shelter and viewing plat- 
forms. 

Now, the Park Service and the Seashore are 
preparing to celebrate the achievement of the man who 
was honored in 1909 with the Nobel Prize and who, when 
he died in 1937, was honored the world over by two 
minutes of radio silence.

In other matters, the board discussed: 

• Selectman Barry Denham indicated that he has 
been in contact with the School for Marine Science and 
Technology (SMST) concerning the Massachusetts 
Estuaries Project. David Jenney has studied the outlets of 
Eel Pond and the SMST is interested in looking into the 
causes of pollution there and the possibilities of rectifying 
the situation. 

Considering the direction of the proposed bike 
path, it is important that this study be done before the 
bike path construction takes place. The Massachusetts 
Estuaries Project is a study and action plan. Therefore, a 
meeting between John DeMello and the Bike Path Com- 
mittee should take place soon.

Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School from 9:00 to 
11:00 am. The board moved to send Mr. Huntoon as their 
representative to the event. 

At 7:05 pm the board met with members of the 
Personnel Board and Finance Committee (FinCom) to 
discuss the roles of both boards in setting salaries and 
merit increases for town employees. ''My interpretation of 
the by-law is the Personnel Board evaluates merit in- 
creases/' Selectman Parker said.

''Last year we had five requests for evaluations for a step 
increase.'' 

"Every teacher gets a step increase ... and then 
they get the percentage of whatever is negotiated for each 
of the years of the contract," Chairman Ryan said. "In 
some cases, it may be as high as seven percent. To say that 
our town employees are getting a three percent step 
increase and that's part of their raise is not appropriate." 

While the FinCom seemed to support this idea in 
theory, they warned that with the current economic 
climate, it was difficult to commit to across-the-board 
raises. 

"We can comment on where we think the total 
budget of the school can go ... as far as teachers, we've 
asked the schools to come in with a two-and-a-half 
percent increase for this year," Mr. Costa said. "In this 
environment, there's more likely to be cuts." 

"We're in for tough times ... we expect a 20 
percent cut in local aid," Chairman Ryan agreed. "If we 
can provide the FinCom with the information they need 
in a timely manner, we can have the warrant printed early 
and sent out. If any department feels as if they're not 
getting the information they need, they should let us 
know." 

Ironically, Rochester's total state aid was just a 
little over $2 million last fiscal year. "We get more from 
SEMASS (in lieu of taxes each year) than we do from the 
state," Chairman Ryan said. 

At 7:40 pm the board opened a public hearing on 
the petition of Steven Striar of High Street Realty Trust 
who is appealing the denial of an Earth Removal Permit 
by the Soil Conservation Board. Since no one was present 
for the hearing. Chairman Ryan said it would be contin- 
ued until the first week of March.

Gary Cunningham, a member (one with common 
sense) of the Bike Path Study Committee in Mattapoisett, 
committed an act of heresy at a recent Board of Selectmen's 
gathering. He challenged the revered Tow^n Counsel Daniel 
Perry For that he paid a price. He was chastised by Selectmen 
(Chairman) Paul Lambalot for this breach of etiquette. How dare 
Mr. Cunningham do this ? 

At issue was the land-taking of 17 parcels for the 
proposed bike path. All Mr. Cunningham did was mention state 
law Chapter 79, Section 12 regarding damages of portions of 
land remaining after the land-taking on the properties. It was 
enough to have Mr. Lambalot say that he would not accept 
remarks on Town Counsel. Mr. Perry, just prior to Mr. 
Cunningham's interrupted comment, said, in answer to a 
comment by Arnold Cestari, that the property appraisals in 
question will not be outdated. Mr. Cestari said the appraisals are 
outdated an inaccurate. 

Barabara Hubbard commented: 'Tf you take all this 
land and don't use it, will we get it back?" 

Appraisals on the lands in question range from $43,000 
to $106,000 and Mrs. Hubbard and other bike path abutters, 
whose land would be taken, vowed to fight the matter in court. 
Who has the most to gain if the issues end up in court? 

Selectman Barry Denham, the lone voice of opposition 
to the land-taking, said everyone could argue the appraisals, go 
to court, and that is why he was against it. 

Mr. Cunningham said some residents have received 
appraisals and others have not. He cited this as unequal 
treatment. Mr. Perry said the damage to one's property is

difficult to prove because the lands in question are ''backland/' 

The Town Meeting vote approved the path but opposi- 
tion to it is strong, especially in these critical financial times in 
the state. State Representative William Straus was allowed to 
speak his piece about the path. But then he is in favor of the path 
and is a leading proponent for its building. A true example of 
democracy in action? 

In another vein. Selectman Raymond Andrews took a 
stand against AT&T Broadband. He asked that the $6,000 charge 
to hook up the Old Hammondtown School by the firm be 
rescinded. He pointed out the firm's (sucking out — not his 
words) thousands out of the town and providing nothing in 
return. No points here for a company that takes and doesn't give 
back. Where are the public relations? 

The Bay Club project continues to steam ahead. Yet, a 
young attorney attending a recent meeting of the Planning 
Board said that any trail, road, etc. which has been a public way 
for 20 years must have access to the public. Where is the voice of 
the Mattapoisett Land Trust on this matter? 

In its newsletter the Land Trust notes that it was 
formed in 1974 to preserve open land for the enjoyment of 
Mattapoisett residents and visitors and to education SouthCoast 
residents and visitors about the value of natural beauty and the 
urgent need for conservation. 

On the Board of Directors listed then was Beth Kunz. Is 
this the attorney now representing the interests of The Bay Club?

Mattapoisett Neck Road to Depot Street have not been finalized 
and have a long way to go. This initial expenditure of $30,000 
could be deferred until the bike path plans are complete all the 
way to Depot Street. What if additional funds that will be 
needed are not approved at the next Town Meeting? Why face 
the prospect of litigation until it's necessary? Selectman Barry 
Denham should be commended for not wanting to subject the 
town to potential lawsuits, if possible. In the meantime, this 
money could help the town's operating departments that are 
always scratching for funds. 

It would also make sense to hold off initiating the land- 
taking until the full cost to the town is known. The projected 
initial cost to the town and the annual operating and mainte- 
nance cost were not available when passed at last year's Town 
Meeting, and are yet to be determined. It's only recent, and in

response to a request from a concerned resident, that the Board 
of Selectmen in a letter dated November 22, 2002 asked for help 
on this from their engineering consultant. Their letter states: 
"The Selectmen feel we are at a point where we must provide 
the public with cost estimates regarding this project/' This 
project, even while approved by the voters, should not have 
proceeded to the point of land-taking without knowledge of that 
information, and the residents so advised. 

A major concern is the potential impact on Mattapoisett 
taxpayers for taking this land by eminent domain. Litigation, 
which is likely, will be at a much higher cost to the town because 
of the considerably low offers for the parcels that were based on 
old assessments. Perhaps there wasn't enough money in the 
budget for new assessments, but the present value should be 
known before taking land away from someone. It could be 
substantial, especially for Phase II that passes through water- 
front property. This is not ''back land" as (Town Counsel Daniel) 
Perry refers to in regard to Phase I. And no one knows what a 
judge may consider an appropriate award for this land that is 
taken in order to provide for the public to ride their bikes 
through someone's property. The real concern in this regard, is 
that after these parcels of land have been taken by eminent 
domain, the town may be ordered to pay awards for damages 
months or perhaps years after the project is committed. 

The bike path route from Mattapoisett Neck Road to 
Depot Street has many obstacles that remain to be resolved, and 
at a considerable expense to the town; such as, permitting for a 
bridge 20 to 30 feet high over 500 feet of tidal marsh and 
wetland, which was decided on after last year's Town Meeting. 
And another bridge between Reservation Beach and Depot 
Street must be constructed at the very edge of the Mattapoisett 
Harbor. Fortunately, for everyone's sake, both will be at the

scrutiny of the state's Executive Office of Environmental Affairs, 
and others, since other less environmentally sensitive routes are 
available. And that also makes more sense. These bridges, to be 
owned by the town, are sure to be damaged if not destroyed at 
the first major storm. Both Selectman Ray Andrews and (State) 
Representative William Straus are not concerned. With a shrug 
and a grin, one says it won't happen and the other says we can 
apply to the state for the money. These people bear watching! 

The present bike path route, with a bridge over 
marshland as now planned by the Selectmen, is not the plan that 
was approved by the voters. As many have suggested, another 
route should be found for Phase II before another penny is 
wasted. With that accomplished, the Selectmen should go back 
to the voters, before any land is taken, with the whole story and 
with all the numbers that represent the costs for completing the

VOMITING CATS 

I have 2 cats. Both have vomited in the house a few times a week since I 
have owned them. The 5 year old female really pigs out. She eats her dry 
cat food really fast and then vomits it about 5 minutes later. We try feeding 
her small, frequent meals and that seems to help hut it is labor intensive. 
Do you have any thoughts? 

Cats that eat their food very rapidly and then vomit need to have 
their food intake slowed down. Try covering the food with 2-4 golf 
balls. The cat will have to nudge the balls out of the way to get a 
mouthfull and this will slow down their eating. Changing from dry 
to canned food may also help but will make more of a mess if it 
doesn't stay down. 

My other cat has always vomited 3-4 times a week. She vomits food some- 
times and just yellow frothy bile at others. Occasionally there is a clump of 
hair in the vomit. She seems healthy and happy otherwise. What can I do 
to help her? 

This may be more difficult to manage. Cats with this pattern of 
vomiting may have a number of problems. Two of the more com- 
mon are a bacterial infection in the stomach caused by Helicobacter 
felis or a condition called inflammatory bowel disease. Try chang- 
ing your cat's diet to a different kind of food. Often the use of a pre- 
mium cat food will help. If 2-3 diet changes over a couple of months 
is not helpful then discuss the problem with your veterinarian.

The exhibition will feature colorful molas, 
masks and other exotic items from the collections of Jean 
Kellaway, Carol Sanz, Gene Calkins, Johanna Carlson, 
Virginia Hathaway, Trudy Kingery and Dell Carlson. 

The mola is a unique handicraft of the Cuna 
Indians who inhabit the San Bias Islands which stretch 
down the Atlantic Coast of Panama to Columbia. The 
colorful and elaborately designed mola is fashioned by 
sewing several different pieces of cloth, one upon the 
other, using the reverse applique technique. The women 
make blouses from these molas. 

The designs are extensive and make use of 
themes of tradition which include images of tribal reli- 
gions, superstition and mythology as well as native scenes 
of fishing and boating. Acculturation, influences of other 
countries, includes images of Christianity, objects such as 
aircraft, boats, musical instruments; special events and 
scenes such as the moon landing. Many of the molas 
contain images of birds, animals, insects and sea crea- 
tures. Many are whimsical, primitive, brilliantly imag- 
ined, often with a sense of humor (like sun glasses on a 
lion!). Children learn this art form at an early age.

No one knows what it's like to be the had man, to he the sad 
man, hehind hlue eyes. 

No one knows what it's like to he hated, to he faded, to tell- 
ing only lies. 

I always suspected there was a lifetime of sadness and 
pathos inherent in those lyrics, penned over 30 years ago 
by Pete Townshend of The Who. I never would have sus- 
pected those words would ring hauntingly true for the au- 
thor himself in a hard-to-believe case of life imitating art 
... or is it art imitating life? 

Townshend, a lifelong idol of mine and a veritable ge- 
nius in the canon of rock music, was arrested this past Mon- 
day on suspicion of possessing indecent images of chil- 
dren and accessing child pornography sites on the Internet. 
Townshend was released Tuesday and is expected to re- 
turn for further questioning later this month. 

A founding member of and driving creative force be- 
hind The Who, Townshend claims he only used his credit 
card once to access a site as part of his research for the 
autobiography which he is currently writing. "I have 
looked at child porn sites maybe three or four times in all, 
the front pages and previews,'' he said in press reports. 
"But I have only entered once using a credit card and I 
have never downloaded ... With hindsight, it was very fool- 
ish but I felt so angered about what was going on, it blurred 
my judgment.'' 

Townshend vehemently denies he is a pedophile and 
also claims he was sexually abused when 5 or 6; as a re- 
sult, he's been committed to stopping the spread of child 
pornography — especially via the world wide web. 

As of this writing, no formal charges have been 
brought against Townshend, and I'd like to give him the 
benefit of the doubt ... not only as a fan of his work, but as 
someone who remembers his contributions to countless 
charitable efforts in the past — many of which have ben- 
efited children. To be sure, if there is sufficient evidence to 
link him to an ongoing and patterned use of child pornog- 
raphy, he should be charged and convicted of the crime — 
no question about it. 

But those who are familiar with his writing can readily 
see there may be more than a kernel of truth in his de- 
fense. Child abuse was referenced early in his rock opera 
Tommy — personified in the character of Uncle Ernie. (Al- 
though some press reports have also inaccurately harped 
on the track "Fiddle About," which in fact was written by 
the group's late bassist John Entwistle.) And if you dig deep 




enough, you'll find sad and telling lyrics in just about any- 
thing Townshend has penned over the years — from the 
masterful Quadrophenia to his more recent solo effort 
Psychoderelict. To me, that's a matter of experiences shap- 
ing the artist ... not an artist shaping his experiences. Those 
searching for "clues" in lyrics should know you can also 
take lines wholly out of context from any Shakespeare play 
and prove whatever theory you'd like about The Bard. 

Ironically, one of Townshend's great unrealized 
projects — the concept album Lifehouse, which was slated 
to be the follow-up to Tommy and bits and pieces of which 
eventually became Who's Next — also predicted today's 
global Internet system (a network of computers which 
Townshend dubbed "the Grid.") And it's eerie that the 57- 
year-old lyricist who once wrote "I hope I die before I get 
old" would find himself embroiled in a scandal revolving 
around the Internet. "I predicted many years ago that what 
has become the Internet would be used to subvert, per- 
vert and destroy the lives of decent people," he said in 
press reports. "I do not want child pornography to be avail- 
able on the Internet anywhere at any time." 

I hope that Townshend is as innocent as he claims and 
that he is simply the latest victim in a culture which feeds 
upon such celebrity witch hunts, fueled by headline-ob- 
sessed tabloid media. Yes, this is the same culture which 
readily condemns a man "arrested on suspicion of child 
pornography" (which in England, unlike America, does 
not require any formal charges or evidence beforehand) 
and allows a twisted, child-abusing, baby-dangling freak 
like Michael Jackson walk scotfree to abuse and misuse 
another day. 

Talk about my generation, indeed.
